‘Dismantle the Berlin Wall’

MAINZ, West Germany — Presi- 
dent Bush told cheering Germans on 
Wednesday that the time is right to 
make Europe “whole and free,” and 
he called on Soviet leader Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev to tear down “the rusting 
Tron Curtain.” 

The president did not directly en- 
dorse the reunification of Germany, 
but he renewed a demand that the 
Berlin Wall be dismantled. 

“The world has waited long 
enough,” Bush declared. “We seek 
self-determination for all of Ger- 
many and all of Eastern Europe. We 
will not relax. We must not waver.” 

The president flew to London for a 
private evening meeting with Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher after a 
day in West Germany arranged for 
maximum publicity. 

Events included a cruise on the 
Rhine River and a visit to Ambas- 
sador Vernon Walters’ home, where 
hundreds of American children 
whose parents work in the country 
were assembled to wave paper flags 
and cheer the president. __ 

But the centerpiece was clearly 
the speech in Mainz. 

Showing the confidence that 
marked his performance earlier this 
week at a NATO summit meeting in 
Brussels, Bush challenged the So- 
viet Union to dismantle the barbed 
wire-topped wall erected 28 years 


ago to divide the old German capital. 
Throwing Gorbachev’ s use of the term 

“glasnost,” or openness, back at the 
Soviet leader, he said Berlin should be 
“a place of cooperation, not a point of 
confrontation.” 

As he did during a visit to Bonn as 
vice president in June 1987, Bush in 
Mainz called for expanded air access to 
Berlin and the staging of more inter- 
national meetings and sports events 
there. c 

Bush said as minefields and barbed- 
wire fences are being removed be- 
tween Hungary and Austria, “so must 
they fall through Eastern Europe.” 

He added: “Let Berlin be next.” 

The crowd assembled in a hail in this 
Rhineland city vigorously applauded 
every reference to erasing the division 
of Europe that followed the defeat of 
Nazi Germany in World War II. 

He praised Germany as a cradle of 
democracy, made no reference to the 
war or its atrocities and said: 

“The passion for freedom cannot be 
denied forever. The world has waited 
long enough. The time is right. Let 
Europe be whole and free.” 

In contrast, Bush gave the crowd at 
the ambassador's residence a brief, 
campaign-style speech. 

“Tl hope what happened in NATO 
guarantees the future,” he said of the 
decision taken by the 16 allied govern- 
ments Tuesday to challenge Gor- 
bachev with a new proposal for reduc- 
tions in troops, tanks, artillery and 


combat aircraft. Bush has called for 
completion of a conventional forces 
agreement within a year, but Secre- 
tary of State James A. Baker III 
acknowledged on Wednesday that 
the timetable may be too optimistic. 

“A lot is going to depend, quite 
frankly, on the Soviet response,” 
Baker said. “The ball now is clearly 
in their court.” 

“The way is open for a comprehen- 
sive agreement on the most destabi- 
lizing military units,” said Hungar- 
ian Ambassador David Meiszter. 

Although NATO _ ministers 
smoothed over a U.S.-West German 
dispute over the Western alliance’s 
short-range nuclear weapons on 
German soil, signs of the disagree- 
ment remained. 

In Mainz, the mayor, Herman- 
Hartmut Weyel, indirectly criticized 
Bush for steering NATO into a pro- 
posal for partial nuclear missile re- 
ductions but not their elimination. 

The mayor handed Walters a reso- 
lution adopted by the city council 
that said “we in Mainz know there is 
no escape for us if these weapons are 
ever used.” erp Ba San ae 

About 250 demonstrators 
protested Bush’s speech, waving 
placards reading “Bush Go Home” 
and “Bush Is Not Welcome Here.” 

Police sealed off the main bridge 
spanning the Rhine and helicopters 
circled above the hall where Bush 
spoke.

The American Civil Liberties 
Union’s claim that the University Po- 
lice Department infringes on First 
Amendment rights is a huge miscon- 
ception, said Paul Richards, BYU di- 
rector of public communications.

We 
can’t do that,” said Richards. 

The ACLU filed briefs with the 
Utah State Court of Appeals Tues- 
day, contending the statute that gives 
University Police state powers vio- 
lates the constitutional separation of

Hatch favors amendment 


Task force discusses 
balancing federal budget

A federal balanced budget, eco- 
nomic development, and child care 
were the main issues discussed 
Wednesday during Sen. Orrin 
Hatch’s task force meeting with Utah 
County officials. 

“The reason why there has not 
been action taken to require a bal- 
anced budget is because the people in 
Washington like to spend money, and 
the thought of not being able to is 
frightening to them,” said Ron Mad- 
sen, director of the state office of Sen. 
Hatch. 

“The only way to successfully bal- 
ance the budget is through a constitu- 
tional amendment,” said Kevin 
McGuiness, Hatch’s Washington of- 
fice administrative assistant. “Sen. 
Hatch is in favor of such an amend- 
ment and has been working on getting 
it passed.” 

Another issue discussed at the 
meeting was the environment. 

Steve Densley, president of the 
Provo/Orem Chamber of Commerce, 
said, “I would like to see elected offi- 
cials come to a union of faith concern- 
ing the environment. We are destroy- 
ing economic development by 
discouraging people from developing 
because of bad news about Utah’s 
land.” 

Densley suggested that Hatch 


draw his attention to a program that 
defines what Utah wants concerning 
its environment. 

“We must figure out a way to work 
together,” said Densley. 

He said one of his main concerns is 
the cooperation of industry and envi- 
ronment to improve. circumstances 
that exist at. Utah Lake. 

“We need to make better use of this 
natural resource,” Densley said. 

‘Cleaning the lake, providing 
beaches, restaurants, and resort ar- 
eas would be an excellent way to en- 
hance the beauty of the lake area, 
while at the same time stimulating 
economic development, said Densley. 

“These kinds of developments on 
Utah Lake could also provide a possi- 
ble solution to those who oppose sun- 
bathers in Kiwanis Park,” said Sid 
Sandberg, Utah County commis- 
sioner. 

McGuiness said the issue of child 
care is one that presently occupies a 
great amount of Hatch’s time. 

He stressed that Hatch’s child care 
bill is based on traditional, conserva- 
tive principles and should not be con- 
fused with the original bill that was 
introduced in the past, entitled Act 
for Better Child Care Services (or 
ABC Bill). 

“The revised bill that will be pre- 
sented to Congress in a matter of 
weeks is a combination of the original 
ABC Bill, Hatch’s ideas, and Presi- 
dent Bush’s ideas,” said McGuiness. 


tive Director Michele Parish-Pixler in 
a statement issued Wednesday. 
Richards said the statute applies to all 
university police in the state, but the 
ACLU is only challenging the law as 
it pertains to BYU. 

Parish-Pixler said “The ACLU be- 
lieves it (the Utah statute) to be an 
obvious and direct violation of the 
First Amendment prohibition against 
the establishment of religion and for 
the state to allow church police to en- 
force civil law, empowered with full 
state police authority and statewide 
jurisdiction.” 

According to the Utah State Code 
of Criminal Procedures, “any police 
force established by a private college 
or university ... shall apply to and be 
certified by the commissioner of pub- 
lic safety.” 

Richards said University Police of- 
ficers are trained and certified by the 
state in accordance with the state 
statute. However, unlike city or 
other police, the University Police of- 
ficers must receive authority from of- 
ficials with local jurisdiction to make 
arrests off-campus. 

The ACLU, said Parish-Pixler, be- 
lieves the Utah statute establishes “a 
private religious force, accountable to 
the religious entity that operates it, 
yet unconstitutionally authorized to 
enforce laws throughout the state.” 

Richards said “People think BYU 
police officers are wandering all over 
the state enforcing our religious code, 
but that just isn’t the case.” 

He said the University Police en- 
forces traffic and parking laws on 
campus, but any other crimes, even 
those committed on campus, are re- 
ferred to the Provo Police Depart- 
ment. 

Richards said BYU is not in viola- 
tion of the Constitution in having a 
campus police force and BYU is not 
the only church-related university to 
have its own police force. 

He said several universities, in- 
cluding Notre Dame University, 
which is operated by the Catholic 
Church, and Southern Methodist 
University, have similar arrange- 
ments with local police. 

Richards said the ACLU was ap- 
proached by the father of a minor who 
was issued a citation by a University 
Police officer for consuming alcohol. 

Richards said the police officer was 
making rounds of the campus one 
night and, in order to get to a particu- 
lar part of campus, had to go off-cam-

Government rally in China brings apathy 


BEIJING — A burned effigy of China’s most famous dissident and slogans 
supporting Premier Li Peng failed Wednesday to fire up the 4,000 people 
attending the first government rally in six weeks of political turmoil. 

Many participants said officials told them to attend the rally, the latest 
effort by conservatives to discredit the pro-democracy student movement and 
consolidate their position in a power struggle with moderates. 

Several thousand noisy marchers, meanwhile, trooped from Tiananmen 
Square to police and Communist Party headquarters to demand the resigna- 
tion of Li and senior leader Deng Xiaoping, who have cracked down on the 
popular uprising for democracy. 

The marchers, primarily students, beat drums, pots and pans, and chanted 
“Down with kidnapping!” to protest the arrest this week of three leaders of an 
independent labor union. 

Zhao Pinglu, head of the trade union that was formed in sympathy with the 
pro-democracy movement, said the men were released Wednesday after 
police questioned them for a day.

Koop urged Congress to support the effort and also proposed tougher state 


blood-alcohol standards to determine when a driver is legally drunk, along ¢ 


with increased taxes on all alcoholic beverages, and a series of voluntary 
restraints from the industry and advertising media. 

The recommendations brought immediate protests from the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters. The broadcasters group said ad restrictions would be 
ineffective in stopping drunken driving and would infringe on the sale of legal 
products. 

Pointing to ads featuring Budweiser’s well-known Spuds MacKenzie and 
Miller Lite beer beach parties, Koop said, “These practices ... tell youth that 
alcohol consumption leads to athletic, social and sexual success.” 


Blood tests may not show AIDS virus 


BOSTON — People at high risk of catching AIDS may silently harbor the 
AIDS virus inside their bodies for years while appearing on standard blood 
tests to be free of infection, research has found. 

The study found that one-quarter of a group of homosexual men who 
engaged in risky sex were infected, but produced no telltale antibodies that 
ordinarily are the hallmark of AIDS virus exposure. 

Health officials check for these antibodies, produced by the body in reaction 
to an infection, to make sure that blood transfusions and organs for transplants 
are free of the lethal virus. 

Dr. William A. Haseltine of Dana-Farber Cancer Institute in Boston, an 
AIDS expert, cautioned that the discovery raises the possibility that people 
with silent infections may pass on the virus through blood and organ dona- 
tions. 

However, Dr. Steven M. Wolinsky of Northwestern University, a co-au- 
thor of the study, said that even if they can transmit the virus, he believes the 
blood supply is safe because people at high risk of AIDS have already voluntar- 
ily stopped donating blood.

Jennings then reconsidered his position: “I think he’s

No doubt Wallace and Jennings are sincere in their 
belief that access of news to the public supersedes duty to 
country in the event of war. No serious person believes 
they intentionally wish the massacre of young American 
soldiers. : 

Their sin, however, is one of arrogance; a belief that 
their profession is above that of duty to, in Wallace’s case, 
his country and, for Jennings (a Canadian citizen), duty to 
the country he has adopted and duty to the people he 
delivers the news to each night. 

Their words are a powerful indication that behind the 
claim. of Wallace and Jennings is the cold horror that the 
lives of American soldiers can be sold for a “scoop” or a 
rating point. 

A parallel to the thinking of Messrs. Jennings and 
Wallace are the “heroic” photographers of a decade ago 
who took up-close photos of suicide victims. 

When the public discovered the photographers were 
close enough to have possibly rescued the victims, outrage 
was so high that now the Associated Press, when publish- 
ing shots of suicide attempts, prints a disclaimer stating 
that their photographer was 200 or 300 yards away and 
unable to attempt a rescue. 

The irony of the arrogant musings of Jennings and 
Wallace is that if they were ever to exercise such judg- 
ment in the midst of war, and their actions were uncoy- 
ered, it is likely that ensuing public outrage would assure 
the end of the careers of both. 

Yet, they don’t realize that. How much more out of 
touch with America can two journalists be?

us where he noticed a truck that had 
no taillights. 

“The police officer just made a cour- 
tesy stop to tell the driver about his 
taillights and noticed the teenagers 
had been drinking,” said Richards. 
“The police officer then contacted 
Provo police and received approval 
before ticketing the youth. It is ludi- 
crous to pursue this because anybody 
could have made that citation,” he 
said. 

According to the law, citizens can 
make arrests and issue citations as 
long as they have authorization from 
local police, said Richards. The only 
difference in this case is that the citi- 
zen was in uniform, he said. 

“If something or someone is endan- 
gering public safety, it is the right and 
the moral obligation of citizens to do 
something about it,” said Richards. 


Parish-Pixler said BYU “makes 
rules and regulations for students, 
faculty and employees, enforced by 
church police, which would be imper- 
missible for state police to enforce.” 

University Police is sometimes 
called by the Provo police to answer 


student-related problems because it 


saves the Provo police time, Richards 
said. However, University Police of- 
ficers do not enforce the Honor Code. 
“BYU students are resentful that 
BYU officers remind them of the 
Honor Code, but in reality, Provo po- 
lice would probably issue a citation, 
whereas University police refer them 
to Standards,” he said. 

Richards said having a police de- 
partment on campus saves Provo tax- 
payers more than $1 million a year, 
and University Police make them- 
selves available to assist city officers 


’ when needed.

The disease known in the work- 
place as Repetitive Strain Injury 
and in factories as Cumulative 
Trauma Disorder had over 73,000 
cases reported in 1987 (the most re- 
cent year for which records are avail- 
able), said a spokesman for the U.S.

“We hope this incident will spur the 
city into epproprauibg the necessary 
monies ... for adequate security,” said 
Gene Baierschmidt, executive direc- 
tor of the Humane Society. 

“I would like to see an overnight 
guard there. The aviary is in the mid- 
dle of Liberty Park, which is an open 
public place. Incidents have hap- 
pened before,” he said. 

According to the Associated Press, 
the birds were killed between 10 p.m. 
Saturday and 8 a.m. Sunday. 

“We're working on a nominal fee 
structure (for the aviary) that should 
generate $100,000 a year, part of 
which will be used for security mea- 
sures. I think this will be supported 
by the council,” said Willie Stoler, the 
ee of the Salt Lake City coun- 
ci 

The aviary has a six-foot-high fence 
with barbed wire and a caretaker 
family who lives on the premises, but 
it’s not a guarantee to deter people, 
said Grenville Roles, curator at the 
Tracy Aviary. 

Baierschmidt said, “I think that 
public sentiments have swayed the 
city council for a security guard.” 

“We have had many people volun- 
teer to be security guards until the 
city council decides what they are go- 
ing to do, and up to $6,000 has been 
offered by people as a reward for the 
arrest and conviction of this person,” 
said Roles.

“This median nerve conducts sen- 
sation from part of the hand, up the 
arm to the central nervous system. 
When it is compressed, the result is 
numbness, 
needles, burning pain in the fingers 
and hand,” said Steele.
